Trump: Let great nations compete in peace === 


WASHINGTON - President Trump’s nation- 
al security strategy puts economic issues — 
trade, energy independence and even tax re- 
form — on an equal footing with more tradi- 
tional military issues like nuclear defense. 

Trump outlined his foreign policy vision ina 
speech Monday. Many of the themes are famil- 
iar: Putting America first, ending unfair trade 
deals, building a border wall and making allies 
pay their fare share of defense. 


Trump’s doctrine attempts to balance com- 
peting objectives, emphasizing political and 
economic competition with countries like Rus- 
sia and China with enlisting their help with se- 
curity challenges like North Korea’s nuclear 
program. 

“America is coming back and coming back 
strong,” Trump said.
